Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 09/28/2007 is entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. Claims 1-8 are currently pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Withdrawn Rejection 

3. The rejection of claims 1 and 4 under nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting over claims 1 , 5, 6, and 10 of copending Application No. 1 1/039,871 is 
withdrawn in accordance with procedures set forth in the MEPE at MEPE 800 (l)(B)(l) 
which states that if provisional obviousness type double patenting is the only remaining 
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rejection in an application, the provisional rejection should be withdrawn in the earlier 
filed application (which would be the instant case) and that application allowed to 
proceed to allowance, while making an obviousness type double patenting rejection in 
the other application, if such a rejection is appropriate. The rejection of claim 8 under 
35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn in light of Applicant's amendment. The 
rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C 103(a) over the prior art of record is withdrawn in 
light of Applicant's argument. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record generally teaches a method for preparing zinc oxide powder. However, the 
reference alone or in combination failed to teach a method for preparing zinc oxide 
powder having aggregates of different morphologies and each form of aggregate is 
produce within a specific range. Therefore, claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of 
record.
